SHORTHORN BULL 
BRINGS HIGHEST 
PRICE AT SALE 


Practically all cattle placed on the 
auction block by Auctioneer J. W. 
Durno at the fall show and sale at 
Calgary were sold, and although the 
most of the sales were made at very 
moderate prices, there were some good 
bids made. Princeton Crusader, the 
yearling roan Shorthorn bull from the 
Prince of Wales’ ranch brought the 
highest. price, ‘being purchased by 
Shuttleworth Bros., of Beddington, for 
$285. 

Shorthorns brought the highest 
prices all the way through, but the 
four year old Holstein cow May. Piet- 
erje Abbegirk, exhibited by the C.P.R. 
demonstration farm of Strathmore, 
brought the second highest price, T. 
H. Little of Airdrie paying $205 for 
this. animal. Another Holstein cow 
owned by. the same farm, and sold to 
the same buyer, brought $185. Tranby 
Gem, «a, Shorthorn. heifer, was’ sold 
by Charles Beeching ‘of De Winton, to 
A. G. Stewart, of Aldersyde for $130. 

A few sales at $100 were made, but 
the bulk were between $50 and $75, 
the Aberdeen Angus paying the least 
as a class, going as low as $20 in one 
ease, and several being sold at $35. 


ALTA. WHEAT POOL 
HAVING TROUBLE 


Winnipeg, Nov. 10—Elevator com- 
panies with head offices in Winnipeg 
have been giving the Alberta wheat 
pool no little trouble by refusing to 
sign the contract, which has been 
agreed to by most of the elevator com- 
panies in Alberta; and by refusing to 
turn over to the pool the terminal ele- 
vator receipts and bills of lading for 
delivered at the companies’ elevators, 
ears of wheat which pool, farmers have 
according to a statement made here to- 
night by H. W. Wood, chairman of the 
pool. 

Although the’ farmers who owned 
the wheat, had given written orders, 
the elevator men were still persisting 
in this refusal, and in addition, Mr. 
Wood stated, he had received advice 
from Calgary that wheat from pool 
farmers was being refused by some 
elevators. 

Asked what the pool proposed 
doing about it, Mr. Wood gaid that he 
and his fellow trustees were men of 
peace, but they did not intend allow- 
ing any elevator company or compan- 
ies to deny the farmers their rights, 
as laid down in the Canada Grain act, 
to use the elevator facilities at coun- 
try points for handling and storing 
their grain, and their further right to 
deliver it afterwards to whomsoever 
they liked to handle it for them. Years 


. ago, Mr. Wood said, the farmers of 


the west fought for and obtained cer- 
tain rights under the act. 

“If Iam any judge of our Alberta 
farmers,” he continued, “they are 
ready to do it again, In addition to 
their right to elevator accommodation 
according to law, they still have load- 
ing platforms in the country, and if 
any of our farmers once get the idea 
that any elevator company is trying 
to make it impossible for them to get

HOPPER MENACE 
WILL NOT BE SO 
GREAT NEXT YEAR 


15 MILLION MARKS 
TO CARRY LETTER 


Arthuro Bernardi, of Edmonton, this 
week had startling evidence of the 
stupendous drop in the market value 
of the German mark. A letter from 
Germany forwarded to him by his New 
York agent bore three stamps, each 
valued at five million marks. In pre- 
war days when the marks were al- 
most four for a dollar, the value of 
the postage on thig letter would be 
approximately $3,750,000. Today with 
a trillion and a half marks for one 
dollar, the value is too minute to com- 
pute. Certainly it would not buy a 
cigarette in Edmonton. Mr. Bernardi 
is going to send a nickle to the Ger- 
man firm and tell them, to buy him 
some choice main street property in 
Berlin. 


Edmonton, Nov. 10—From_ reports 
of the season now coming into the 
government from rural municipal coun- 
cils the grasshopper menace next year 
will be decreased considerably from 
the situation at the beginning of 1923.

Alberta will be exceptionally well 
represented at the International Live 
Stock Show in Chicago next month. 

Of individual exhibits of seed grain 
from farmers over the province en- 
tered for competition against the 
world, there will be between 115 and 
125 it is expected, there being over 
100 entries now.

Dr. J. B, Collip, of the medical fac- 
ulty of the Alberta University, one 
of the co-discoverers of insulin, is to 
share to the extent of $10,000, in the 
Nobel prize conferred recently on Drs, 
Macleod and Banting of Toronton uni- 
versity, for the contribution to mo- 
dern science in the discovery of the 
wonderful treatment for diabetes. Dr. 
Collip was one of the four doctors, 
with Drs. Banting, Macleod and Best, 
of Toronto, who were responsible for 
the discovery. 


Oppose Rate Increase 


The Alberta government will take 
action to oppose the application of 
the express companies for an increase 
in rates, and has asked the coopera- 
tion of other western provinces in 
doing so, The application will come 
up at a sitting of the railway commis- 
sion in the province shortly.

The Referendum 

The people of Alberta, by a substan- 
tial majority, in the referendum on 
the liquor question, on Monday of last 
week, defeated the present ovrohibi- 
tion law, and decided in favor of a 
law of government control and public 
dispensation of beer, according to 
Cause “D"” on the ballot, which read 
as follows: 

“Government sale of all liquors, 
meaning thereby the sale of all li- 
qors by or through government ven- 
dors. Beer to be consumed on li- 
censed premises and in private resi- 
dences, Wines and spirits to be 
purchased in limited quantities un- 
der permit issued by the govern. 
ment under government control and 
regulation.” 

Following the vote, Premier Green- 
field announced that the regular ses- 
sion of the legislature wiuld be called 
before the end of the year, and issued 
the following statement: 

“The electors of the province have 
apparently spoken very decisively in 
favor of another system of liquor ad- 
ministration, It is now left to the legis- 
lature to frame suitable legislation 
and for the government to organize 
the necessary machinery to carry into 
effect the will of the people as soon 
as that can possibly be done. 

“Since its inception of office — this 
government considered it its plain 
duty to give the people an honest and 
adequate enforcement of the .present 
act. We believe this has been done 
and the government faces the new 
issue with confidence that it hag not 
failed in any of its duties under the 
present Act. It will be the endeavor 
of all the ministers to interpret and 
carry into effect the wishes of the 
peopte in the same spirit of fairness 
and sincerity as has been shown to- 
wards the old Act. 

‘The government has, of course, had 
under consideration its course of ac- 
tion in the event of any of the four 
clauses carrying. Now that the de- 
cision has been reached every atten- 
tion will be given to working out the 
ivarious problems of administration 
which will be essential, whatever form 
of legislation the legislature may fin- 
ally settle. Apart entirely from the 
question of legislation there will be 
important problems of organization, 
which will take a little time, for ex- 
ample, since assuming office the 
stocks of liquor have been depleted 
by over $1,000,000 and immediate at: 
tention will have to be given to the im- 
portant question of adequate stocks,
